T h e R e s i g n a t i o n off i ' r v s s w o l l . 
Tiie 
resignation of Postmaster General 
Cresswell was a complete surprise, not the 
least intimation of it hav ing been giv en ev en 
by the ubiquitous and enterprising reporter. 
Ami as yet there is no hint of the reason for 
it. 
It is not probable that the President, who 
nominated Shepherd, has concluded at this 
late day that Cresswell’s connection with the 
Cborpenuing case unfits him for the Cabinet. 
President Grant, supposing him sincere in 
his professions, may well regret Crescwell's 
retirement, as he was distinguished among 
the mediocre men with whom Grant lias sur­ 
rounded himself diiriug his incumbency. 
He 
is reported to hav e ex pressed himself against 
putting in his Cabinet first-class men, as their 
ability may make them tenacious of their own 
opinion and not easily warped into the policy 
>.f their chief; it may be that it is for this that 
the Postmaster General leav es. 
At any rate 
Cresswell lias been an able officer, and we 
fear the country will sutler from the change. 
There hav e been some serious defects, such as 
the stubborn adv ocacy of a postal telegraph 
and the consolidation scheme inv olv ed in the 
proposed postal sav ings bank; but in the 
main Cresswell has been a thorough postal 
man, with a practical knowledge of the sub­ 
ject. 
His administration will be mainly dis­ 
tinguished for the abolition of the franking 
priv ilege, which in itself reliev es the depart­ 
ment of the chief source of its deficit. 
But 
there has been a general adv ance and a gen­ 
erous adoption of new ideas in his manage­ 
ment, 
which, though almost impossible of 
statement in detail,were together the cause of 
a v ery decided adv ance in the condition of 
postal atlairs. 
From 1869 to 1874 there has 
been v ery substantial progress in postal mat­ 
ters, and if tt:e Treasury Department could 
hav e shown the same adv ance instead of re­ 
trogression the country would hav e had cause 
for profound thankfulness. 


R uss D eclin es. 
It is not often nor long that positions of any 
prominence under gov ernment go begging 
for incumbents. 
Such is the unselfish, self- 
immolating nature of the free-born American 
citizen that he will fiing his body into almost 
any official breach rattier than see it gaping 
mournfully in the civ ic walls. 
The presidency 
is well understood to be a chair, hard, up­ 
right, 
nnaccommodatiug and stuck thick 
through its bottom with the pins of uuchari- 
tableness and the sharp thorns of ingratitude, 
yet what national conv ention, met to nomi­ 
nate a mau to sit in it, ev er ex perienced a 
dearth of willing martyrs ? 
We v enture to 
say, none at all. 
The aalary attached to the 
position is a mere bagatelle, ev en since the 
last Congress doubled its amount, and to the 
av erage American who is, or ex pects to lie, a 
millionaire before he is six ty, can be 1 1 0 in­ 
ducement to him to giv e up his rose-tinted 
prospects for its simple sake. 
No; if the 
modest citizen consents to be made President, 
we must ascribe the act to patriotism, not 
to lov e of pelf. 
Were the facts otherwise, how 
could country post offices bo filled, or the 
aching v oid of a Custom House collectorsh.'p 
find a reluctant appointee? 
We hav e but to 
call attention to the truth that the offices sub­ 
ject to gov ernment management a re tilled 
and kept full, to draw upon the blushing face 
of the meritorious citizen the irrepressible 
applause of an astonished and 
admiring 
world. 
Yet this bright picture is not, after 
all, without its shadows; there turns up now 
and then a man who lacks the temper to sur­ 
render ev erything dear and profitable to him 
in life, for a meagre salary and the balance in 
glory and honor. 
Mr. Bass, who has within u 
day or two been offered the Assistant Treas- 
urership, is one of these men. 
He thinks the 
pay is 
inadequate to 
the 
responsibility 
and the labor of the place. 
And perhaps 
he is right. 
It 
is certain that, 
while, 
if the salaries 
of particular 
offices were 
raised, there would 
be no less 
demand 
for them on the part of all sorts of dead-beats 
aud party hacks, there would also be an in­ 
crease of capable men to whom tho change 
would make an acceptance possible. 
If Mr. 
A. T. Stewart had gone into the Treasury in 
obedience to Gen. Grant’s first nomination, 
lie would hav e surrendered for tho good of his

a sum of money immeasurably in ex ­ 
cess of what tifl office could in any way hav e 
returned to his packets. In other words, with 
him the salary, lioVv er great, would hav e 
been no object at all. His was an ex ceptional 
case; but there are htfuircjg 0[ men iv lio 
would do honor to any ot , he positions in 
which the labor is hard and t,e crecj|t of it 
small and who would accept an appointment 
thereto, if too much of a sacrifice v ,-0110t j e.

Mr. Theodore Tilton has written a lellor 
Rev . Dr. Leonard Bacon, moderator of the 
Congregational Council recently held in Brook 
lyn, in reply to certain misrepresentations 
which be says were unintentionally made by 
that gentleman, on his character, in his ad 
dress at New Hav en on the Brooklyn Council 
Mr. Tilton goes back to the time of his sev er 
auoe from Plymouth Church, in J anuary,1871 
which step, he states, was determined on by 
him in consequence of the knowledge that the 
pastor had committed against him “ an oflence 
which he forbears to name or characterize 
Prolonged absence was the method selected 
by him for sev ering his connection with tho 
church, his principal reason for adoptlDg this 
course rather than that of applying for a let 
ter of dismissal being that Mr. Beecher had 
written him an apology and appealed to him 
in order to prev ent reproach being brought on 
the cause of religion, adding that an ex po 
sure would preclude him (Mr. Beecher) from 
reascending the pulpit. 
After alluding to the comment caused |by 
bis absence from the church, which lie says 
was thoroughly understood by the pastor but 
nev er by the congregation, and the publica­ 
tion of a “ wicked and horrible scandal” in 
Nov ember, 1872, since become notorious as 
the Beecher-Tilton Fcandai, which lie had 
spent many months in endeav oring to sup­ 
press, the surreptitious publication, in May, 
1873, of the triple cov enant between Mr 
Beecher, Mr. Bowen and bimielf, Mr. Tilton 
ex plains the circumstances connected with his 
refusal to answer the charge made against 
him at the instance of Mr. William F. West 
and other members of the congregation, of 
hav ing circulated scandals against the pastor. 
He was waited on, he states, by sev eral lead­ 
ing members, accompanied by the pastor, who 
desired his co-operation in defeating Mr. West 
which he cheerfully gav e, and at their urgent 
request wrote a letter declining to accept 
copy of the charges, on the ground that he 
had ceased to be a member of the church. 
For this letter he receiv ed the Pastor’s 
hearty thanks, and in an interv iew nex t day 
between Mr. Beecher and himself ii was ar­ 
ranged that Mr. West’s indictment against him 
(Mr. Tilton) was to be nullified by the intro 
duction of a resolution amending the roll of 
church members, on which the name of Mr. 
Tilton still remained, and thus dispose of the 
matter without bringing the scandal to light. 
To his surprise aud indignation, Mr. Tilton 
adds, lie learned that the report to be present­ 
ed at the church meeting would not be in the 
form prev iously decided on by Mr. Beecher 
and himself, but would declare that he (Tilton) 
pleaded non-membership as an ex cuse for not 
appearing to answer the charge of slandering 
the pastor, and directing that his name be in 
consequence dropped from the roll of members. 
This gross imputation, 
Mr. Tilton states, 
caused him to attend the meeting, and, on 
hearing the report read stated that lie had 
been supplied with a copy of the charges, ac­ 
companied by a request that he should answer 
the same, the truth being that ho had been re­ 
quested not to answer them, he arose and 
publicly informed Mr. Beecher that if he had 
slandered him lie would answer for it there and 
then, to which Mr. Beecher replied that he had 
no charge whatev er to make against him. 
Referring to the erroneous statements of Dr. 
Bacon on the manner of his (Mr. Tilton’s) re­ 
tirement from Plymouth Church, he giv es an 
ex tract from a letter of Mr. Shearman, clerk 
of the church, in which that gentleman states 
that Mr. Tilton had informed himself and 
sev eral others that lie had withdrawn, and 
that his name ought to be struck from the roll. 
The nex t point touched on is the assertion of 
Dr. Bacon that Mr. Tilton had either “ a ma­ 
licious heart or a crazy brain,” which is stated 
by Mr. Tilton aud endorsed by the affidav it of 
a newspaper reporter to hav e been uttered, as 
well as the assertion that Mrs. Tilton had oc­ 
casioned the whole trouble while in a half- j 
crazed condition—in a medlnmistic trance 
by Mr. Shearman, clerk of the church. A full- 
written apology for the calumny thus cireu 
luted was demanded from Mr. Shearman, and 
promptly presented by that gentleman to Mr. 
Tilton in the presence of Mr. Beecher. 
Mr. Tilton answers the question of Dr. Ba­ 
con, “ when did Mr. Tiiton cease to be respon­ 
sible to Plymouth Church? ” by stating that 
lie terminated his membership four years ago, 
but afterward v oluntarily renewed it by ap­ 
pearing at one of its public meetings and off­ 
ering to answer in the pastor’s presence the 
charge of slander. 
Still later, lie says, lie re­ 
newed his responsibility to the church by his 
communication to Rev . Mr. Beecher, Rev . Mr. 
Halliday and clerk Shearman, elicited by the 
assertion of Rer. Dr. Bacon thut “ Plymouth 
Church in dealing with Tilton’s case had 
thrown away its opportunity of v indicating 
tho pastor.” This declaration, Mr. Tilton 
states, compelled him to remain either in the 
dishonorable position of one who denied his 
former pastor the opportunity to v indicate liis 
character,or to restore to the church their lost 
opportunity for v indicating their pastor by 
v oluntarily presenting himself for trial, as it' 
he were still a member. 
The latter alterna­ 
tiv e, Mr. Tilton says, duty required him to 
choose, and in his communication to the pas­ 
tor and clerk of Plymouth Church, he an­ 
nounced his determination in die following 
terms: 
“ I giv e you notice that if the pastor, or the 
Ex amining Committee, or the church as a 
body, 
desire to repossess the opportunity 
which the moderator laments that you hav e 
thrown away, I hereby restore to you this lost 
opportunity as. freely as if you had nev er part­ 
ed with it. 
I authorize you (if such be your 
pleasure) to cite me, at any rime within the 
nex t thirty days, to appear at the bar of 
Plymouth Church for trial on the charge here­ 
tofore* 
made against me—namely, that of 
‘ circulating and promoting scandals deroga­ 
tory to the Christian integrity of the pastor 
and injurious to tho reputation of thechurch.’ 
My only stipulation concerning the trial is 
that it shall not he held with closed doors, 
nor in tho absence of the pastor. 
1 regret 
keenly that the moderator has imposed on me 
the necessity for making this communication, 
for nothing but necessity would ex tort it. 
The practical good which I seek to achiev e 
by this proposition is that, whether accepted 
or declined, it will, in either case, effectually 
put an end forev er to the moderator’s grav e 
charge that Plymouth Church has been de­ 
priv ed through me of an opportunity to v indi­ 
cate its pastor, or that its pastor lias been, by 
any a ct of mine, depriv ed of an opportunity 
to v indicate himself.’' 
To this communication Mr. Tilton receiv ed 
a reply staling that tho letter had been laid 
before the Ex amining Committee, and its pur­ 
port imparted to Mr. Beecher, and that the 
committee saiv no reason for accepting the 
proposition or ev en laying it before thechurch, 
seeing no necessity for v indicating any mem­ 
ber of the church from charges which had not 
been made. 
Mr. Tilton, therefore, claims that 
his responsibilities to Plymouth Church ceased 
when the clerk officially informed him that his 
v oluutary oiler to return and be tried had 
been declined. 
It now remains for me, Mr. Tiitoo continues, 
to giv e you some reasons why I hav e been 
prompted, after years of reticence, to lay be­ 
fore you the grav e matters contained in this 
communication. 
Nothing could induce me 
to make my present use of the foregoing facts, 
^cept the conv iction which the ev ents of the 
last 3ear( and particularly of the last half 
year, ha-(e forced upon my mind, that Mr. 
Beecher, or nu legal and other agents acting 
in his interest atsapy his consent, hav e shown 
themselv es willing to aacrilice my good name 
for the maiutainance ot it¡3. 
i hav e come 
slowly to this judgment—» ore slowly than 
my personal friends hav e done. 
Mr. Tilton 
then alludes to the false position in which he 
was placed by the fachlication of the report 
read at the Plymouth Cliurch meeting in Oc­ 
tober, 1873, in which the public were giv en to 
understand that Mr. Tilton had been citcu to 
answer charges, when in reality he had been 


requested not to answer them, which state of 
facts was accepted by the Congregational 
Council as authentic, and is stiil believ od by 
the community. 
This official falsehood, Mr 
Tilton states, was published in the Christian 
Dnion, Mr. Beecher’s journal, and no notice 
was taken of the col l ection made by him in a 
note to the council. 
The protesting churches based Mr. Tilton’s 
case, as presented to the council, on the mis­ 
statements of Plymouth Church, and, as that 
gentleman charges, the v erdict of the council 
retaining Plymouth Church in the Congrega­ 
tional fellowship was found solely because Mr, 
Beecher’s final appeal to the council repre­ 
sented him as a pprson who had neither been 
retained in his church nor been recommended 
to any other, but who was dropped from the 
roll for bringing “ dishonor on the Christian 
name.” This document, Mr. Tiiton adds, was 
accepted by you in good faith, and lias siuct 
led you to point against me the following 
cruel words: “ The Plymouth Church,’’ you 
say, 
“ made it known that they were no 
longer responsible for the dishonor which he 
lia3 brought or may bring on the name of 
Christ. 
They dropped him from the roll of 
the church 
In one word: they ex communi­ 
cated him, for such a dropping from the roll 
was ex communication from the church.” You 
nev er could hav e uttered the preceding in­ 
jurious words against me Had not Mr. Beech 
or and his church agents giv en you the mate­ 
rials for so doing by ingeniously getting be­ 
fore the council a document which you as 
moderator interpreted as being only another 
way of Plymouth Church’s saying that I had 
brought dishonor on the Christian name, and 
had, therefore, been ex communicated. 
Mr. Tilton then proceeds as follows: “ Do 
not misunderstand me. 
I will not say that in 
my unsuccessful management of this unhappy 
scandal I hav e brought no ‘ dishonor on tiie 
Christian name;’ the one name which, of all 
others, I most seek to honor. 
With infinite 
sorrow I look back tbrongb tiie last few years 
and see instances in which, by the fatality of 
my false position, 1 hav e brought peculiar 
‘dishonor on tho Christian name;’ all which I 
freely acknowledge, and hope yet to repair.— 
But I solemnly av er—and no man shall gain­ 
say me—that the reason why Plymouth Church 
av oided an inv estigation into the scandal-with 
which I was charged was not because i. but 
another man, had brought ‘ dishonor on the 
Christian name.' 
And yet this other person,a 
clergyman, permitted his church to brand me 
before the council with an accusation which, 
had I been in his place and ho in mine, I would 
hav e v oluntarily borne fur myself instead of 
casting on another. 
I will adduce a further instance by a quota­ 
tion from a letter winch 1 bad occasion 
to address to Mr. Beecher, dated May I, 
1874: 
H enry Ward Beecher: S ir —Mr. F. B. 
Carpenter mentions to me your saying to him 
that under certain conditions, inv olv ing cer­ 
tain disav owals by me, a sum of money would 
or could be raised to send me, with my fumi- 
y, to Europe for a term of years. 
“ The occasion compels me to state ex plic­ 
itly that so long as life and self respect con­ 
tinue to ex ist together in my breast I shall bo 
debarred from receiv ing, either directly or in­ 
directly, any pecuniary or other fav or at your 
bauds. 
The reason for this feeling on my part 
you know so well that I will spare you the 
statement of it. 
Yours truly, 


“ T h e o do re T il t o n . ” 
Mr. Tilton nex t refers to the fact that, 
although lie had receiv ed from the clerk of 
Plymouth Church, on the 18th of May, the 
communication announcing that liis (Mr. Til­ 
ton’s) offer to appear for trial had been read 
>y Rev . Mr. Halliday, and submitted to the 
Ex amining Committee, by whom it had been 
■ejected, Rev . Mr. Halliday had, some forty 
days afterward, emphatically denied to sev ­ 
eral newspaper reporters that such an offer 
had ev er been receiv ed, and branded the whole 
tory as false from beginning to end. 
Rev . Dr. Bacon hav ing, in liis speech, char­ 
acterized Jfr. Beecher as the most magnani­ 
mous of men, and referred to Mr. Tilton as a 
dog and knav e, leading the public to infer 
that the latter was in some way the creaturi 
of Mr. Beecher’s bounty, Mr. Tilton stales 
that he called Mr. Beecher’s attention to tin* 
offensiv e ness of the statement, and insisted on 
its correction by either that gentleman or him­ 
self. 
In order lo afford the former an easy 
way of making the a men d e h o n o ra b le, 
Mr. 
Tilton addressed a communication to Rev . 
Dr. Bacon, dated April 3, in which, after al­ 
luding to tiie comments made by tiie Doctor 
in reference to both himself and Mr, Ileecher, 
ho says: 
“ Please forward to Mr. Beecher tiie letter 
which 1 am now writing, and ask him to in­ 
form you, on liis word of honor, whether 1 


But th fl injurious measures which the autttLr 
of this ap Ology has since permitted his chtif ch 
to take against me without protest on his 
pan, inv olv ing- gross injuries to me which 
ha v t been greatly aggrav ated by your writ­ 
in g s, hav e ptit me before my countrymen in 
the character of a base and bad man; a char­ 
acter which, I trust, is foreign to my nature 
and life. 
Under the accumulating weight of 
this odium, unjustly bestowed on me, neither 
patience nor charity can demand that I keep 
silent. 
Tilton's letter to Rev . Dr. Bacon was sub­ 
mitted to that gentleman before being pub­ 
lished in the Golden Age, with the offer to 
suppress the publication if tho Doctor could 
dev ise some means of saying Beecher, and at 
tin? same time correct the misrepresentation 
of Tilton's position and set him right before 
the public. 
Dr. Bacon was much affected on 
reading the letter, but declined to take any 
action to prev ent it publication.

Mr. Theodore Tilton lins written a lettor to 
Kev. Dr. Leonard Bacon, moderator of the 
Congregational Council recently held inBrook- 
lyu, in reply to certain misrepresentations 
which he says were unintentionally made by 
that gentleman, on his character, iu his ad­ 
dress at New Haven on the Brooklyn Council. 
Mr. Tilton goes back to the tune of ins sever­ 
ance from Plymouth Church, in January,1871, 
which step, lie states, was determined on by 
him in consequence of the knowledge that the 
pastor had committed against him “ an oflence 
which lie forbears to name or characterize.” 
Prolonged absence was the method selected 
by him for severing his connection with the 
church, his principal reason for adopting this 
course rather than that of applying for a let­ 
ter of dismissal being that Mr. Beecher had 
written him an apology and appealed to him 
in order to prevent reproach being brought on 
the cause of religion, adding that an expo­ 
sure would preclude him (Mr. Beecher) from 
reascending the pulpit. 
After alluding to the comment caused lic­ 
his absence from the church, winch lie says 
was thoroughly understood by the pastor lint 
never by the congregation, and the publica­ 
tion of a “ wicked and horrible scandal" in 
November, 1872, since become notorious as 
the Beecber-Tilton Scandal, which he had 
si>ent many months in endeavoring to sup­ 
press, the surreptitious publication, In May, 
1873, of Hic triple covenant between Mr. 
Beecher, Mr. Bowen and himself, Mr. Tilton 
explains the circumstances connected with his 
refusal to answer the charge made against 
him at the instance of Mr. William F. West 
and other members of the congregation, of 
having circulated scandals against the pastor, 
lie was waited on, he states, by several lead­ 
ing members, accompanied by Hie pastor, who 
desired his co-operation in defeating Mr. West, 
which ho cheerfully gave, and at their urgent 
request wrote a letter declining to accept a 
copy of the charges, on Hie ground that he 
had ceased lo be a member of the church. 
For tills letter lie received the Pastor’* 
hearty thanks, and in an interview next day 
between Mr. Beecher and himself it was ar­ 
ranged that Mr. West's indictment against him 
(Mr. Tilton) was to lie nullified by the intro­ 
duction of a resolution amending tho roll or 
church menders, on which the nam ; of Mr. 
Tilton still remained, and thus dispose of the 
mailer without bringing the scandal to light. 
To his surprise aud Indignation, Mr. Tilton 
adds, lie learned that the report to be precent­ 
ed at the church meeting would not be in Hie 
form previously decided on by Mr. Beecher 
and himself, but would declare that fie (Tilton) 
pleaded iion-uieniliersliip as an excuse for not 
appearing to answer Hie charge of slandering 
the pastor, and directing that his name be in 
consequence dropped from the roll of mein bors. 
This gross imputation, 
Mr. Tilton states, 
caused him to attend tho meeting, and, on 
hearing the report read stated that he had 
bi“en supplied with a copy of tho charges, ac­ 
companied by a request that he should answer 
the same, the truth Ileitis that he had Itoen re­ 
quested not to answer them, lie arose and 
publicly informed Mr. Beecher that lf lie had 
slandered him lie would answer for it there and 
then, lo which Mr. Beecher replied that he had 
no charge whatever to make against him. 
Referring to the erroneous statement* of Dr. 
Bacon on the manner of hi* (Mr. Tilton's) re­ 
tirement from Plymouth Church, he gives an 
extract from a letter of Mr. Shearman, clerk 
of the church, In which that gentleman state* 
that Mr. Tiltou had informed himself and 
several others that he had withdrawn, and 
that bis name ought lobe struck from the roll. 
The next point touched on is the assertion of 
Dr. Bacon that Mr. Tilton had either “a ma­ 
licious heart or a crazy brain,’' which is state I 
by Mr. Tiltou and endorsed by the affidavit of 
a newspajier reporter to have been tittered, as 
well as ihe assertion that Hrs. Tilton had cc* 
caxioned the whole trouble while iii a half- 
crazed condition—iii a mediumistic trance— 
by Mr. Sliearmau. clerk of the church. A fuli- 
w ii ti en apology for the calumny thus circu­ 
lated was demanded from Mr. Shearman, and 
promptly presented by that gentleman to Mr. 
Tilton in the presence of Mr. Beecher. 
Mr. Tilton answers the question of Dr. Ba­ 
con, “ when did Mr. Tilton cease to lie resiion- 
sible to Plymouth Church! ” by stating that 
he terminated hi* membership four years ago, 
but afterward voluntarily renewed it by ap­ 
pearing at one of it* public meetings aud oll- 
eriug to answer iii the pastor's presence the 
charge of slander. 
Still later, he says, he re­ 
newed his responsibility to th* church by his 
communication to Rev. Mr. Beecher, Rev. Mr. 
Halliday and clark Shearman, elicited by the 
assertion of Rev. Dr. Bacon that “ Plymouth 
Church iii dealing with Tilton's case had 
thrown away Its opportunity of vindicating 
Ute pastor.” This declaration, Mr. Tilton 
alate*, com piled him to remain either iii the 
dishonorable position of one who denied his 
former pastor the opportunity to vindicate his 
character,or lo restore to the church their lost 
opportunity for vindicating their pastor bv 
voluntarily presenting himself for trial, as if 
he were still a maut ber. The latter altcrim 
live, Mr. Tiltou says, duty required him to 
choose, and in his communication to Hie pas 
tor and clerk of Plymouth Church, he au 
nounced his <letcnoilist ion iii die follow ing 
terms: 
I give you notice ti.ut if the pastor, or the 
Examining CammiUee, or the church as 
liody, 
desire to rejKissess the opportunity 
which the moderator lament* that you have 
thrown away, I hereby restore to you this lost 
opportunity aa freely as if you had never part 
«*»1 with it. 
I authorize you (if such bn your 
pleasure) to cite me, at any time within the 
next thirty days, to apjiewr al the bar of 
Plymouth Church fur trial on the charge here­ 
tofore made against me—namely, that of 
circulating and promoting caudal* dero; 
tory to the Christian integrity ol the pastel 
and injurious to the reputation of Hie church. 
My only stipulation concerning the trial ii 
that it shall nut be held w itll closed doors, 
uor iu tho absence of the pastor. 
I regret 
keenly that the moderator has mqiosed oil in 
the necessity for making this communication, 
for nothing but necessity would extort it. 
The practical good which I *>*ek to achieve 
by this proposition is that, whether accepted 
or declined, it will, in either case, effectually 
put an end forever lo the moderator’* gravi 
char’s that Plymouth Cbnrch ha* been de­ 
prived through me of an opportunity lo viudi 
cate it* pastor, or that it* pastor has been, by 
any act of Billie, deprived of an opportunity 
to vindicate himself.” 
To this communication Mr. Tilton received 
a reply stating that the letter had been laid 
before Hie Examining Committee, aud its pur­ 
i s t Imparted to Mr. Beecher, and that the 
committee saw no reason for accepting Hie 
proposit ion or even laying it Indore the church, 
seeing no necessity for vindicating any mem­ 
ber of the church from charges which had not 
been made. 
Mr. Tilton, therefore, claims that 
his responsibilities to Plymouth Church eeastd 
whim the clerk officially informed him that his 
voluntary otter to return and be tried had 
been declined. 
It now remains for me, Mr. Tiltou continues, 
to give you some reasons why I have been 
prompted, after year* of reticence, to lay be­ 
fore you the grave mutter* contained iii this 
communication. 
Nothing could induce me 
to make my present nae of the foregoing facts, 
except the conviction which the events of the 
last j«;ar, and particularly of the last half 
year, lune forced upon my mind, that Mr. 
Beecher, or wt* legal and other agents acting 
in hi* interest awa by his consent, have shown 
themselves willing w ^orifice my good name 
for the maiutainnncc sd Ida. 
I have come 
slowly to this judgment-- Wore slowly than 
my personal friends have done. 
Mr. Tilton 
then alludes lo the false position iii which be 
was placed by the |*blicatioii of the repost 
read at the Plymouth Church meeting in Oc­ 
tober, 1873, in which the public were given to 
understand that Mr. Tilton had been cited to 
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answer charges, when In reality he had been 
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requested not to answer them, which Btatc of 
facts was accepted by the Congregational 
Council as authentic, and is still believed by 
tho community. 
This official falsehood, Mr. 
Tilton states, was published Iu the Christian 
Union, Mr. Beecher's journal, and no notice 
was taken of tho correction made by him in a 
uoto to the council. 
The protesting churches based Mr. Tilton’s 
case, as presented to the council, on the mis­ 
statements of Plymouth Church, and, as that 
gentleman charges, the verdict of the council 
retaining Plymouth Church in the Congrega­ 
tional fellowship was found solely because Mr. 
Beecher’s final appeal to the council repre­ 
sented him us a person who had neither been 
retained in his church nor been recommended 
to atiy other, but who was dropped from the 
roll for bringing “ dishonor on the Christian 
name.” This document,' Mr. Tilton adds, was 
accepted by you in good faith, and lias since 
led you to point against mo the following 
cruel words: “ The Plymouth Church,” you 
say, “ made it known that they were no 
longer responsible for tho dishonor winch lie 
has brought or may bring on tho name of 
Christ. 
They dropped him from tho roll of 
the church 
lit one word: they excommuni­ 
cated him, for such a dropping from the roll 
was excommunication from the church." 5 on 
never could have uttered tho preceding in­ 
jurious words against roe bad not Mr. Beech­ 
er anil his church agents given you the mate­ 
rials for so doing by ingeniously getting be­ 
fore the council a document which you as 
moderator interpreted as lictng only another 
way of Plymouth Church's saying that I had 
brought dishonor on tho Christian name, and 
had, therefore, beer, excommunicated. 
Mr. Tilton then proceeds as follows: “ Do 
not misunderstand me. 
I will not say that in 
my unsuccessful management of this unhappy 
scandal I have brought no ‘ dishonor on the 
Christian name;’ the one name which, of all 
others, I most seek to honor. 
W itll Infinite 
sorrow I look back through the last few years 
and Bee instances iii which, by Hie fatality of 
my false position, I have brought peculiar 
‘dishonor on tho Christian name;' all which I 
freely acknowledge, and lioi>e yet to repair.— 
But I solemnly aver—and no man shall gain­ 
say me—that the reason why Plymouth Church 
avoided an investigation into the scandal with 
which I was charged was not because f, but 
another man, bad brought ‘ dishonor on the 
Christian name.’ 
Ami yet this other p arson,a 
clergyman, permitted his church to brand me 
before the council with an accusation which, 
had I been in his place and he in mine, I would 
have voluntarily borne for myself instead of 
casting on another. 
I will adduce a further in dance by a quota­ 
tion from a letter which I had occasion 
to address to Mr. Beecher, dated May I, 
1871: 
“ IlKXKr W ard Hkeciiks: Fin 
Mr. F. ll. 
Carjienter mentions to me your saying to him 
that under certain conditions, involving cer­ 
tain disavowals bv me. a sum of money woald 
or could lie raised to send me, with my fami­ 
ly, to Europe for a term of years. 
“ The occasion conqieU me to alate explic­ 
itly that bo long as life and self respect con­ 
tinue to exist together iii my breast I shall tie 
debarred from receiving, cither directly or in­ 
directly, any pecuniary or oilier favor ut jour 
hands. 
“ Tim reason for this feeling on my part 
yon know so well that I will spare you the 
statement of IL 
Yours truly. 
“ TiiKunoiK Tilton.” 
Mr. Tilton next refers to the fact Ilia!, 
although ho had received from the clerk of 
Plymouth Church, on the 18tli of May, the 
communication announcing that Ids (Mr. Til- 
toti's) ofter to appear for trial had been read 
by Rev. Mr. Halliday, and submitted to the 
Examining Committee, by whom it had been 
rejected, Rev. Mr. Halliday had, Toms forty 
days afterward, emphatically denied to sev­ 
eral newspaper reporters that such an offer 
had ever been received, ami branded the whole 
story as false from beginning lo end. 
Rev. Dr. Bacon having, in his speech, char­ 
acterized Mr. Dweller as the most magnum- 
mons of men. and referred to Mr. Tilton as a 
dog and knave, leading the public to infer I 
that the latter was in tome way the creature , 
of Mr. Beecher’s bounty, Mr. Tilton - t a t j 
that bo called Mr. Beecher's attention to tho 
offensiveness of Ute slatviueiit, nm! insisted on 
its correction by either that gentleman or him­ 
self. 
In order to uftorJ the former an ca*) 
way of making the anten>le /lonorah’O, Mr. 
Tilton addressed a communication to Rev. 
Dr. Bacon, dated April 3, in which, after al­ 
luding to tho comment# mad*1 by the Doctor 
In reference lo both himself ami Mr. Beecher, 
lie says: 
“ Please forward to Mr. Reedier the letter 
which I ant now writing, and ask him to in­ 
form you. on his word of honor, xviu-tlier I 
have been his slanderer— whether I have 
qioketi against hint falsely—whether I have 
evaded my Just responsibility to Plymouth 
Church—whether J have treated him other 
than with the highest possible fairness, ami 
whether lie has not acknowledged to me, iii 
large and ample terms, that my course toward 
him in this sorrowful business has been 
marked by the magnanimity which you ap­

Mr. C. F. Adams’ oration at Harvard was 
singularly inappropriate to the time and place 
—being an essay on war and how to prevent 
it. 
The speaker on the occasion referred to is 
a man who does not need to be reminded of 
what to say or how to say it, for he comes of 
a family apt in the use ot topics and choice in 
the selection of times. 
It is only left to us to 
suppose that after accepting the invitation to 
make the address he was pressed for an op­ 
portunity to prepare something especially 
adapted, and so cut out a fragment from some 
old (or new) manuscript on an alien subject 
and compelled it to do duty in the stead of a 
more fitting dissertation. 
That railroad letter 
of Mr. Adams’ would have been better. 


The corner stone of the new Chicago Cus­ 
tom House and Post Office was laid Masonic- 
ally in spite of the anti-secret society people 
and “ the charge they made.”

Tim 
resignation of Postmaster General 
Cresswell was a complete surprise, not the 
least intimation of it having been given even 
by the ubiquitous and enterprising reporter. 
Aud as yet there is no hint of the reason for 
it. 
It is not probable that the President, who 
nominated Shepherd, has concluded at this 
late day that Cresswell’s connection with the 
Chorpenuing case unfits him for the Cabinet. 
President Grant, supposing him sincere in 
his professions, may well regret Crescwell’s 
retirement, as lie was distinguished among 
the mediocre men with whom Grant lias sur- 
rounded himself duriug his incumbency. 
He 
is reported to liavo expressed himself against 
putting in his Cabinet lirst-class men, as their 
ability may make them tenacious of their own 
opinion and not easily warped inLo tiie policy 
. f their chief; it may be that it is for this that 
the Postmaster General leaves. 
At any rate 
Cresswell lias been an able olficer, and we 
fear the country will suller from the change. 
There have been some serious defects, such as 
the stubborn advocacy of a postal telegraph 
and the consolidation scheme involved in the 
proposed postal savings bank; but in the 
main Cresswell ha3 been a thorough postal 
man, with a practical knowledge of the sub­ 
ject. 
His administration will be mainly dis­ 
tinguished for the abolition of the franking 
privilege, which in itself relieves the depart­ 
ment of the chief source of its deficit. 
But 
tliore ha3 been a general advance anil a gen­ 
erous adoption of new ideas in his m anage­ 
ment, which, though almost impossible of 
statement in detail,were together the cause of 
a very decided advance in the condition of 
postal allairs. 
From 1869 to 1871 there has 
been very substantial progress in postal m at­ 
ters, aud if the Treasury Department could 
have shown the same advance instead of re­ 
trogression the country would have had cause 
for profound thankfulness. 


B u s s D e c lin e s . 
It i3 not often nor long that positions of any 
prominence under government go begging 
for incumbents. 
Such is the unselfish, self- 
immolating nature of the free-born American 
citizen that he will fling his body into almost 
any official breach rather than see it gaping 
mournfully in the civic wall*. 
The presidency 
is well understood to be a chair, hard, up­ 
right, 
nnaccommodating and stuck thick 
through its bottom with the pins of uuchari- 
tableness and the sharp thorns of ingratitude, 
yet what national convention, met to nomi­ 
nate a man to sit in it, ever experienced a 
dearth of willing martyrs? 
We venture to 
say, none at all. 
The salary attached to the 
position is a mere bagatelle, even since the 
last Congress doubled its amount, and to the 
average American who is, or expects to bo, a 
millionaire before lie is sixty, can be no in­ 
ducement to him to give up liis rose-tinted 
prospects for its simple sake. 
No; if the 
modest citizen consents to be made President, 
we must ascribe the act to patriotism, not 
to love of pelf. 
Were the facts otherwise, how 
could country post offices bo filled, or the 
aching void of a Custom House collectorsli.'p 
find a reluctant appointee? 
We have but to 
call attention to the truth that the offices sub­ 
ject to government management are filled 
and kept full, to draw upon the blushing face 
of the meritoriou* citizen the irrepressible 
applause of an astonished and admiring 
world. 
Yet this bright picture is not, after 
all, without its shadows; there turns up now 
anil tlieu a man who lacks the temper to sur­ 
render everything dear and profitable to him 
in life, for a meagre salary and the balance iu 
glory and honor. 
Mr. Bass, who has within a 
day or two been offered the Assistant Treas­ 
urers liij), is one of these men. 
He thinks iho 
pay is 
inadequate to 
the 
responsibility 
and the labor of the place. 
And perhaps 
lie is 
right. 
It 
is certain that, 
while, 
if the salaries of particular offices were 
raised, there would be no less demand 
for them on the part of all sorts of dead-beats 
aud party hacks, there would also bo an in­ 
crease of capable men to whom the change 
would make an acceptance possible. 
If Mr. 
A. T. Stewart bad gone into the Treasury in 
obedience to Gen. Grant’s first nomination, 
lie would have surrendered for the good of bis 
country a sum or money immeasurably in ex­ 
cess of what lio office could in any way have 
returned to hr* pickets. In other words, with 
him the salary, Uov>ver great, would have 
been no object at all. y j8 was an exceptional 
case; but there are liUUirej s 0f men lvho 
would do honor to any 0 1 .he posjtion3 in 
which the labor is hard and ve cru(]¡t 0f 
small and who would accept an appointm ent 
thereto, if too much of a sacrifico > re i10t, de­ 
manded. 
To be brief—wo shonld raUor pay 
‘small salaries to officials to whom the 
covers everything and large ones to subon¡_ 
nates and employees who do faithfully work 
and depend alone, or chiefly on the Income it 
brings, for support.

T IX E B E E C H E R S C A N D A L . 


H r. T h eo dore T ilto n ’s R ep ly to R e v . 
D r. B a c o n -A R e v ie w of the C ase 
—W h y H r. T ilto n W ith d rew 
from B eecher’» C h u rch . 
Mr. Theodore Tilton has wrllteu a letlor to 
Rev. Dr. Leonard Bacon, moderator of the 
Congregational Council recently held in Brook­ 
lyn, in reply to certaiu misrepresentations 
which he says were unintentionally made by 
that gentleman, on his character, in his ad­ 
dress at New Haven on the Brooklyn Council. 
Mr. Tilton goes back to the time of his sever­ 
ance from Plymouth Church, in January,1871, 
which step, lie states, was determined on by 
him iu consequence of the knowledge that the 
pastor had committed against him “ an oflence 
which lie forbears to name or characterize.” 
Prolonged absence was the method selected 
by him for severing his connection with tho 
church, his principal reason for adopting this 
course rather than that of applying for a let­ 
ter of dismissal being that Mr. Beecher hail 
written him an apology anil appealed to him 
in order to prevent reproach being brought on 
the cause of religion, adding that an expo­ 
sure would preclude him (Mr. Beecher) from 
reascending the pulpit. 
After alluding to the comment caused [by 
bis absence from the church, which lie says 
was thoroughly understood by the pastor but 
never by the congregation, and the publica­ 
tion of a “ wicked and horrible scandal” in 
November, 1872, since become notorious as 
the Beocher-Tilton Scandal, which he had 
spent many months in endeavoring to sup­ 
press, the surreptitious publication, in May, 
1873, or the triple covenant between Mr. 
Beecher, Mr. Bowen and himielf, Mr. Tilton 
explains the circumstances connected with his 
refusal to answer the charge made against 
him at the instance of Mr. William F. West 
and other members of the congregation, of 
having circulated scandals against the pastor. 
He was waited on, he states, by several lead­ 
ing members, accompanied by the pastor, who 
desired ids co-operation in defeating Mr. West, 
which he cheerfully gave, and at their urgent 
request wrote a letter declining to accept a 
copy of the charges, on the ground that lie 
had ceased to be a member of the church. 
For this letter he received the Pastor’s 
hearty thanks, and in an interview next day 
between Mr. Beecher and himself ii was ar­ 
ranged that Mr. West’s indictment against him 
(Mr. Tilton) was to be nullified by the intro 
duction of a resolution amending the roll of 
church members, 011 which the name of Mr. 
Tilton still remained, and thus dispose of the 
matter without bringing the scandal to light. 
To his surprise and indignation, Mr. Tilton 
adds, lie learned that the report to be present­ 
ed at the church meeting would not be in the 
form previously decided on by Mr. Beecher 
and himself, but would declare that he (Tilton) 
pleaded non-membership as an excuse for not 
appearing to answer the charge of slandering 
the pastor, and directing that liis name be in 
consequence dropped from the roll of members. 
This gross imputation, Mr. Tilton states, 
caused him to attend the meeting, anil, 011 
hearing the report read stated that lie had 
been supplied with a copy of the charges, ac­ 
companied by a request that he should answer 
the same, the truth being that lie hail been re­ 
quested not to answer them, lie arose and 
publicly informed Mr. Beecher that if lie had 
slandered him he would answer for it there and 
then, to which Mr. Beecher replied that he had 
no charge whatever to make against him. 
Referring to the erroneous statements of Di 
Bacon on the manner of his (Mr. Tilton’s) re­ 
tirement from Plymouth Church, he gives an 
extract from a letter of Mr. Shearman, clerk 
of the church, in which that gentleman states 
that Mr. Tilton had informed himself and 
several others that he had withdrawn, and 
that his name ought to be struck from the roll, 
The next point touched 011 is the assertion of 
Dr. Bacon that Mr. Tilton had either “a ma­ 
licious heart or a crazy brain,” which is stated 
by Mr. Tilton and endorsed by the affidavit of 
a newspaper reporter to have been uttered, as 
well as the assertion that Mrs. Tilton had oc 
casioned the whole trouble while ¡11 a half- 
crazeil condition—in a mediumistic trance— 
by Mr. Shearman, clerk of the church. A full- 
written apology for the calumny thus circu­ 
lated was demanded from Mr. Shearman, and 
promptly presented by that gentleman to Mr. 
Tilton in the presence of Mr. Beecher. 
Mr. Tilton answers the question of Dr. Ba­ 
con, “ when did Mr. Tilton cease to be respon­ 
sible to Plymouth Church? ” by stating that 
lie terminated his membership four years ago, 
but afterward voluntarily renewed it by ap­ 
pearing at one of its public meetings ami ott­ 
ering to answer in the pastor’s presence the 
charge of slander. 
Still later, he says, lie re­ 
newed his responsibility to the church by his 
communication to Rev. Mr. Beecher, Rev. Mr. 
Ilalliday and clerk Shearman, elicited by the 
assertion of Rev. Dr. Bacon that “ Plymouth 
Church in dealing with Tilton's case had 
thrown away its opportunity of vindicating 
tho pastor.” This declaration, Mr. Tilton 
states, compelled him to remain either in tho 
dishonorable position of one who denied his 
former pastor the opportunity to vindicate liis 
character,or to restore to the church their lost 
opportunity for vindicating their pastor by 
voluntarily presenting himself for trial, as if 
be were still a member. 
The latter alterna­ 
tive, Mr. Tiltou says, duty required him to 
choose, and in his communication to the pas­ 
tor and clerk of Plymouth Church, he an­ 
nounced his determination in die following 
terms: 
“ I give you notice that if the pastor, or the 
Examining Committee, or the church as a 
body, 
desire to repossess the opportunity 
which the moderator laments that you have 
thrown away, I hereby restore to you this lost 
opportunity as. freely as if you had never part­ 
ed with it. 
I authorize you (if such be your 
pleasure) to cite me. at any time within the 
next thirty days, to appear at the bar of 
Plymouth Church for trial on the charge here­ 
tofore made against me—namely, that of 
‘ circulating and promoting scandals deroga­ 
tory to tho Christian integrity of the pastor 
and injurious to the reputation of the church.’ 
My only stipulation concerning the trial is 
that it shall not be bold with closed doors, 
nor in the absence of the pastor. 
I regret 
keenly that the moderator lias imposed on me 
the necessity for making this communication, 
for nothing but necessity would extort it. 
The practical good which I seek to achieve 
by this proposition is that, whether accepted 
or declined, it will, in either case, effectually 
put an end forever to tiie moderator’s grave 
charge that Plymouth Church lias been de­ 
prived through me of an opportunity to vindi­ 
cate its pastor, or that its pastor lias been, by 
any act of mine, deprived of an opportunity 
to vindicate himself.” 
To this communication Mr. Tilton received 
a reply stating that tho letter had been laid 
before tiie Examining Committee, aud its pur­ 
port imparted to Mr. Beecher, and that the 
committee saw no reason for accepting the 
proposition or even laying it before the church, 
seeing 110 necessity for vindicating any mem­ 
ber of the church from charges which had not 
been made. 
Mr. Tilton, therefore, claims that 
liLs responsibilities to Plymouth Church ceased 
when the clerk officially informed him that hi* 
voluutary oiler to returu and be tried had 
been declined. 
It now remains for me, Mr. Tilton continues, 
to give you some reasons why I have been 
prompted, after years of reticence, to lay be­ 
fore you the grave m atters contaiued in this 
communication. 
Nothing could induce me 
to m ake my present use of the foregoing facts, 
fc’cept the conviction which the events of the 
last 3ear, and particularly of the last half 
year, ha-te forced upon my mind, that Mr. 
Beecher, or 1*1* legal and other agents acting 
in his interest ann^y his consent, have shown 
themselves willing to aacriiice my good namo 
for the maiutainance ©t lpg. 
1 have come 
slowly to this judgment—»ore slowly than 
my personal friends have done. Mr. Tilton 
then alludes to the false position in which he 
was placed by the |*t»lication of the repe*t 
read at the Plymouth Church meeting ia Oc­ 
tober, 1873, in which the public were given to 
understand that Mr. Tilton had been cited to 
answer charges, when in reality he had been 


requested not to answer them, which state of 
facts was accepted by the Congregational 
Council as authentic, and is still believod by 
the community. 
This official falsehood, Mr. 
Tilton states, was published in the Christian 
Union, Mr. Beecher’s journal,, and 
110 notice 
was taken of the correction made by him in a 
uote to the couucil. 
The protesting churches based Mr. Tilton’s 
case, as presented to the council, on the mis- 
statemeuts of Plymouth Church, and, as that 
eutleman charges, the verdict of the council 
retaliiiug Plymouth Church in the Congrega­ 
tional fellowship was found solely because Mr. 
Beecher’s tiual appeal to the council repre­ 
sented him as a pprson who had neither been 
retained in his church nor beeu recommended 
to any other, but who was dropped from the 
roll for bringing “ dishonor on the Christian 
name.” This document, Sir. Tilton adds, was 
accepted by you in good faitli, and lias since 
led you to point against mo the following 
cruel words: “ The Plymouth Church,” you 
say, “ made it known that they were no 
longer responsible for the dishonor which he 
has brought or may bring 011 the name of 
Christ. 
They dropped him from the roll of 
the church. 
In oue word: they excommuni­ 
cated him, for sucli a dropping from the roll 
was excommunication from the church.” You 
never could have uttered the preceding in­ 
jurious words agaiust me had not Mr. Beech­ 
er and liis church agents given you the m ate­ 
rials for so doing by ingeniously getting be­ 
fore the council a document which you as 
moderator interpreted as being only another 
way of Plymouth Church’s saying that I had 
brought dishonor on the Christian name, and 
had, therefore, been excommunicated. 
Mr. Tilton then proceeds as follows: “ Do 
not misunderstand inc. 
I will not say that in 
my unsuccessful management of this unhappy 
scandal I have brought no ‘ dishonor on the 
Christian nam e;’ the one name which, of all 
others, I most seek to honor. 
With infinite 
sorrow I look back through the last few years 
and see instances in which, by the fatality of 
my false position, I have brought peculiar 
‘dishonor 011 tho Christian nam e;’ all which I 
freely acknowledge, and hope yet to repair.— 
But I solemnly aver—and no man shall gain­ 
say me—that the reason why Plymouth Church 
avoided an investigation into the scandal with 
which I was charged was not because I, but 
another man, had brought ‘ dishonor on tho 
Christian name.’ 
And yet this other person,a 
clergyman, permitted liis church to brand me 
before the council with an accusation which, 
liad I been in his place and he in mine, I would 
have voluntarily borne for myself instead of 
casting 011 another. 
I will adduce a further instance by a quota­ 
tion from a letter winch I had occasion 
to address to Mr. Beecher, dated May i, 
1871: 
“ H enry W ar d B e e c h e r: S in —Mr. F. 1). 
C arpenter m entions to m e your saying to him 
that under certain conditions, involving cer­ 
tain disavow als by m e, a sum of m oney w ould 
or could lie raised to send me, w ith my fam i­ 
ly, to Europe for a term of years. 
“ The occasion com pels m e to state exp lic­ 
itly th at so lo n g as life and self respect con 
litiuc to exist together in my breast I shall bo 
debarred from receiving, either directly or in 
directly, any pecuniary or other favor at your 
hands. 
“ The reason for this feeling on my part 
you know so well that I will spare you the 
statement of it. 
Yours truly, 
“ T heodore Tilton.” 
Mr. Tilton next refers to the fact that, 
although he hail received from the clerk of 
Plymouth Church, on the 18th of May, the 
communication announcing that liis (Mr. Til 
tou's) ofler to appear for trial had been read 
by Rev. Mr. Ilalliday, and submitted to the 
Examining Committee, by whom it had been 
rejected, Rev. Mr. Ilalliday had, some forty 
days afterward, emphatically denied to sev­ 
eral newspaper reporters that such an offer 
had ever been received, and branded the whole 
story as false from beginning to end. 
Rev. Dr. Bacon having, in liis speech, char­ 
acterized Mr. Beecher as tho most magnani 
mous of men, and referred to Mr. Tilton as a 
dog anil knave, leading the public to infer 
that the latter was in some way. the creator 
oí Mr. Beecher's bounty, Mr. Tilton states 
that lie called Mr. Beecher’s attention to thw 
offensiveness of the statement, and insisted on 
its correction by cither that gentleman or him 
self. 
In order to afford the former an easy- 
way of making the amende, honorable, Mr. 
Tilton addressed a communication to Rev. 
Dr. Bacon, dated April 3, in which, after al­ 
luding to the comments made by the Doctor 
in reference to both himself and Mr. Beecher, 
lie says: 
“ Please forward to Mr. Beecher the letter 
which 1 am now writing, and ask him to in­ 
form you. on his word of honor, whether 1 
have been liis slanderer—whether 1 have 
spoken against him falsely—whether I have 
evaded my just responsibility to Plymouth 
Church—whether 1 have treated him other 
than with the highest possible fairness, and 
whether he has not acknowledged to me, ¡11 
large and ample terms, that my course toward 
him in this sorrowful business has been 
marked by the magnanimity which you ap­ 
parently 
intimate 
lias 
characterized 
his 
toward me. 
If you will write to Mr. Beecher 
as I have indicated, I will thank you for a line 
as to the word* or substance of Ins reply.” 
In reply to this letter Rev. Dr. Bacon sent 
the following, dated New Haven, April 10: 
“ D e a r S i r :—Not being in Mr. Beecher’s 
confidence, I have doubted wliat I ought to 
do with your letter written a week ago. 1 was 
not—and am not—willing to demand of him 
that he admit me to his confidence in a matter 
on which lie chooses to be reticent. 
But as 
the letter seems to have boon written for him 
quite as much as for me, 1 have now sent it to 
him without asking or expecting any reply.” 
It i3 now between two and throe months, 
Mr. Titton adds, since I received from you the 
foregoing letter, and as I have not hoard that 
Mr. Beecher has made a reply, either to you 
or lo me, I am at last forced to the disagreea­ 
ble necessity of borrowing a reply in his own 
words, as follows: 
“ Brooklyn, Jan. 1, 1871.—I ask Theodore 
Tilton’s forgiveness, and humble myself before 
him as I do before my God. 
He would have 
been a better man in my circumstances than 
I have been. 
I can ask nothing except that 
he will remember all the other breasts that 
would ache. 
1 will not jilead for myself. 
I 
even wish that I were dead. 
* 
* 
* 
* 
* 
“ IT. W. B eecher.” 
The above brief extract from Mr. Beecher's 
own testimony will be sufficient, without ad­ 
ducing the remainder of the document, to 
show that I have just ground to resist the im­ 
putation that I am the creature of his mag­ 
nanimity. 
Mr. Tilton, in conclusion, thus addresses the 
revereud gentlemen: “ The common impres­ 
sion that I have circulated and promoted 
scandals against Mr. Beecher is not true. 
I 
doubt if any other man in Brooklyn, during 
the last four years, has spoken to so few per­ 
sons 011 this subject as I have. 
A mere hand­ 
ful of my intimate friends—who had a right to 
understand the case—arc the only jiersous to 
whom I have ever communicated the facts. 
To all other persons, I have been dumb—re­ 
sisting all questions, and refusing all explana­ 
tions. 
If the public have heretofore consid­ 
ered my silence as inexplicable, let my suffi­ 
cient motive be now seen in the just forbear­ 
ance which I felt morally bound to show to a 
man who had sent me a written and absolute 
apology. 
But my duty to continue this forbearance 
ceased when the spirit of that apology was 
violated to my injury by its author or his 
agents. 
These violations have been multi­ 
tudinous already, anil they threaten to multi­ 
ply iu the future—foroing me to protect myself 
against them in advance—particularly against 
the cunning devices of the clerk of the church 
who, acting as an attorney, appears to be con] 
ducting this business against me as if it were 
a case at law. 
Had the fair spirit which I had 
a right to expect from Plymouth Church—at 
least for its pastor’s sake—been shown toward 
pie, I would have continued to rest in silence 
op Mr. Beecher’s apology, and never during 
the remainder of my life would I have permit­ 
ted any public word of mine to allude to the 
offence or the ofiender. 


But th A Injurious measures which the aatWGr 
of this ap Ology has since permitted his chiif ch 
to take against me without protest on his 
part, involving' gross injuries to me which 
hav%been gusatly aggravated by your writ­ 
in g * have pflt me before niy countrymen in 
the «MiracteP of a base an$ bad m an; a char­ 
acter which, I trust, is forwtgu to my nature 
and life. 
Under the accumulating weight of 
this odium, unjustly bestowed on me, neither 
patience nor charity can demand that I keep 
silent. 
Tilton's'letter to Rev. Dr. Bacon was sub­ 
mitted to that gentleman before being jtub- 
lished in the Golden Age, with the otter to 
suppress the publication if the Doctor could 
devise some means pf snyijnK Beecher, and at 
tin) same time correct Ine misrepresentation 
of Tilton's position mul set him right before 
the public. 
Dr. Bacon was much aflcctcd on 
reading the letter, but declined to take any 
action to prevent ft publication.

’ark had with the railroads in that section of 
the state, a short strip of road, about fiv e miles 
in length, by lease to opposite roads, was 
closed to the people of Bennington county for 
all purposes of through trav el and freight, 
mmodiately upon the lea sing of the Harlem 
Extension Railroad to the Central Vermont, 
says the Rutland Globe, Gov . Smith opened 
neg otia tions with the Delaware & Hudson 
Canal Company, who controlled the abov e- 
mentioned short strip of road, to restore to 
Bennington county and the people contiguous 
the priv ileges of through trav el and freight; 
These neg otia tions hav e resulted in an ar­ 
rangement between the Delaware k Hudson 
Canal Company and the Central Vermont, by 
which through connections are to bo restored, 
and the through lino between here and New 
Yoik, instead of running on the R. k W. road 
as heretofore, will now run ov er the Harlem 
Extension Railroad through to New York, and 
as soon as the connections are made a t Rlch- 
ford with the South Eastern Railroad the cars 
will run direct from New York 
to Newport. 
The people of Bennington county will fully 
appreciate the a dv antages of thus ha v ing a 
through line restored to them, and from these 
connections the business of all the roads con­ 
cerned will lie largely increased.

Vermont. 
It will be remembered that about 
eight years ago, iu the tight that Mr. T. W. 
Park had with the railroad* in that section of 
the state, a short strip of road, about five miles 
in length, by fesse to op|ioilt8 roads, was 
closed to the people of Bennington county for 
all p u rifies of through trave! mid freight. 
Immediately upon tho leasing of the Harlem 
Extension Railroad to the Central Verm ont,] 
says the Rutland Globe, Gov. Smith opened 
negotiations with the Delaware A Hudson 
Canal Company, who controlled the above­ 
mentioned short strip of road, to restore lo 
Bennington county and the people contiguous 
the privileges of through travel and freights. 
These negotiations have resulted in an ar­ 
rangement between the Delaware A Hudson 
Canal Company and the Central Vermont, by 
which through connections are to bu restored, 
and the through line between hero aud New 
Yolk, instead of running on the R. A W. road 
as heretofore, will now run over the Harlem 
Extension Railroad through to New York, and 
us soon as the connection* arc made al Rich­ 
ford with the South Eastern Railroad the cars 
will run direct from New York to Newport. 
Tho people of Bennington county will fully 
appreciate the advantages of thus haring a 
through line restored to them, and from these 
connections the business of all the roads con* 
kerned will lie largely increased.

Deihap* one of the most thrilling adventures 
that ever happened to an amateur submarine 
diver occurred to tin* telegraph operator at 
Tivoli, a few day* since. 
Ho has a venture­ 
some spirit, and as a general thing is willing 
to take any risks if any useful Information is 
to lie gained thereby. 
Some time- ago a canal 
bout laden with steel rails was sunk off Tivoli, 
mid Hie service* of an experienced submarine 
diver were required. 
During his operations lie 
was watched with the deepest interest by the 
villagers, m d a few days since the telegraph 
operator expressed a desire to lion the *ul>- 
luarlne armor, and “go M ow " to explore the 
mysterious depths of the river, the walter at 
that point being fifty feet deep. 
The owner of 
the armor, who i? an old hand at the business, 
acceded to the operator’.* request, and arrange­ 
ments were made to “send him down.” The 
pump which forces air into the armor, and the 
pipe through which the air pusses, as well as 
the the life rope which tho diver holds to signal 
for more air from above, were closely inspect­ 
ed aud found in apparent good order, aud then 
the telegraph operator donned the suit, the 
helmet was .set upon iii# held, the glass door 
to the face wa* closed, and tin* aam tour diver 
was lowered from the side of a vessel .nto the 
liver, holding the life rope in Iii.? hand. 
What 
followed i? Iw*?t described by himself. 
Ile 
says: 
‘•.'lowly I sank out uf .-iglu aud during the 
first twenty feet ut my descent the water 
around me was plainly visible, aud I could 
also lee inside til tie* helmet; could see all of 
a fool oil outside. 
Gradually darkness came, 
and slowly Increased iii intensity until my eyes 
were useless, aud I could almost fee! the gloom. 
It was then that I liegan lo feel uncomfortable. 
The pressure of tho water us I kept going 
down wa# tremendous:, und my head felt bat), 
and now and then there was a sharp pain in 
my ears. 
Had also a great desire to reach 
bottom, for ii scorned a* though I were (affied 
iii doll, heavy air. 
suddenly bottom was 
reached, when I experienced a great sense of 
relief, and I commenced to grope ubout me. 
All was still exept tho roaring of the pump 
above, every stroke of which I contd distinctly 
hear. 
The air was escaping from my helmet 
fast, aud it sounded like the luffing of a large 
pot of water. 
Tin# noise wa* ail at once in­ 
ter! upted by a sharp snapping sound, and I 
felt for the life cord, tearing something had 
happened, but could not find it. 
in coming 
down I carried with me some tackling to fus­ 
ion to n stunip in the bottom of the river.— 
In my descent the current turned me round 
aud round, aud much of the gearing, includ­ 
ing Hie life cord aud tackling b**came entan­ 
gled so that when I felt for the cord, w hich 
I ought to have found instantly, it could not 
be quickly separated so a* lo work easily. 
All sound of any description then teased, aud 
a lense of drowsiness came over me. 
I knew 
that tho oscojHi valve had dosed and I was 
breathing foul air. 
Finally securing the life 
cord, I signaled for more air, and could hear 
tho pump run at an increased speed, but it 
was to no purpose, as by constant u?e the 
piston* had Itecomc so worn they could not 
give the requisite pressure. 
I became alarm­ 
ed, aud it was hard to breathe and my strength 
commenced to fail me. 
I could do nothing to 
help myself. 
I seemed to increase iii size, un­ 
til my head felt a* though it must burst, and 
the foul ga* I breathed acorned us if it had 
been healed in a furnace. 
I thought I Would 
die. 
The most horrible sensation* cam# over 
me. 
Filially I exhausted all the air from tho

Those en tho vessel who 
watched him saw hi# countenance change to 
ushy white, when tho alarm liecamo general, 
aud all possible haste wa* made to get me to 
the surface. 
The results show that the move­ 
ment was not a bit too soon, a# I could have 
lived but a few moments longer at the most. 
Throughout the whole day I felt sick at the 
stomach several times, but now all serlou# 
results from the narrow escape have vanished.

The Central Vermont Railroad has conclud­ 
ed arrangements with the Delaware & Hudson 
Canal Company by which through connections 
are to be opened to Troy and New .Y ork by 
the Hudson River Railroad over the Harlem 
Extension, recently leased by the Central 
Vermont. 
It will be remembered that about 
eight years ago, in the fight that Mr. T. W. 
Park had with the railroads in that section of 
the slate, a short strip of road, about five miles 
in length, by lease to opposite roads, was 
closed to the people of Bennington county for 
all purposes of through travel and freight. 
Immediately upon tho leasing of the Ilarlem 
Extension Railroad to the Central Vermont, 
says the Rutland Globe, Gov. Smith opened 
negotiations with the Delaware & Hudson 
Canal Company, who controlled the above- 
mentioned short strip of road, to restore to 
Bennington county and the people contiguous 
the privileges of through travel aud freights. 
These negotiations have resulted in an ar­ 
rangement between the Delaware & Hudson 
Canal Company and the Central Vermont, by 
which through connections are to bo restored, 
and the through line between here aud New 
York, instead of running on the R. & W. road 
as heretofore, will now run over the Harlem 
Extension Railroad through to New York, and 
as soon as the connections arc made at Rich- 
ford with the South Eastern Railroad the curs 
will run direct from New York to Newport. 
Tho people of Bennington county will fully 
appreciate the advantages of thus having a 
through Hue restored to them, and from these 
connections tho business of all the roads con­ 
cerned will be largely increased.

Church 
lias been prosecuting for the last twenty 
years, and which was tried after the Decem­ 
ber Circuit without a jury. 
The action was 
to dispossess the defendants for non-payment 
of rent for a farm occupied by them in the 
town of Berne.

C. and Mary C. Cagger, his only 
children and heirs-at-law, and his widow 
Elizabeth F. Cagger, who lias been duly ap­ 
pointed guardian ad litem of the above-named 
infant plaintiffs; tliat the plaintiffs were at 
the time of the commencement of this action, 
and still are, the owners of the lands described 
and entitled to the possession thereof; that 
tho defendants herein are and were at the 
lime of the commencement of this action in 
possession of said premises and then with­ 
held and now withhold possession thereof 
from the plaintiffs. 
A3 a conclusion of law, 
Judge Ingalls finds that the plaintiffs are en­ 
titled to judgment for the recovery of the 
possession of said lands and premises de­ 
scribed, with costs.—Albany Journal.

Perhaps one of the most thrilling adventures 
that ever happened to an amateur submarine 
diver occurred to the telegraph operator at 
Tivoli, a few days since, 
lie has a venture­ 
some spirit, and as a general thing is willing 
to lake any risks if any useful information is 
to be gained thereby. 
Some time ago a canal 
boat laden with steel rails was sunk oil'Tivoli, 
and the services of an experienced submarine 
diver were required. 
During his operations he 
was watched with the deepest interest by the 
villagers, and a few days since the telegraph 
operator expressed a desire to don tho sub­ 
marine armor, and “go below” to explore the 
mysterious depths of the river, the watter at 
that point being fifty feet deep. 
The owner of 
the armor, who is an old hand at the business, 
acceded to the operator’s request, and arrange­ 
ments were made to “send him down.” 
The 
pump which forces air into the armor, and the 
pipe through which the air passes, as well as 
the the life ropo which the diver holds to signal 
for more air from above, were closely inspect­ 
ed and found in apparent good order, and then 
the telegraph operator donned the suit, the 
helmet was set upon ids head, the glass door 
to the face was closed, and the am ateur diver 
was lowered from the side of a vessel into the 
river, holding the life rope in his hand. 
What 
followed is host described by himself. 
lie 
says: 
“¿lowly 1 sank out uf sight ana during the 
first twenty feet ol my descent the water 
around me was plainly visible, and 1 could 
also see inside of the helmet; could sec all of 
a foot oil outside. 
Gradually darkness came, 
and slowly increased in intensity until my eyes ‘ 
were useless, and I could almost feel the gloom. 
It was then that 1 began to feel uncomfortable. 
Tho pressure of the water as 1 kept going 
down was tremendous, and my head felt bad, 
and now and then ihcre was a sharp pain iu 
my ears. 
Ilad also a great desire to reach 
botLom, for it seemed as though 1 were poised 
in dull, heavy air. 
Suddenly bottom was 
reached, when 1 experienced a great sense of 
relief, and I commenced to grope about me. 
All was still exept the roaring of the pump 
above, every stroke of which I could distinctly 
hear. The air \vu3 escaping from my helmet 
fast, and it sounded like the boiling of a large 
pot of water. 
This noise was ail at once in­ 
terrupted by a sharp snapping sound, and I 
fell for the life cord, fearing something hail 
happened, hut could not find it.

Finally securing the life 
cord, I signaled for more air, and could hear 
tho pump run at an increased sliced, hut il 
was to no purpose, as by constant use the 
pistons had become so worn they could not 
give tho requisite pressure. 
I became alarm­ 
ed, and it was hard to breathe and my strength 
commenced to fail me. 
I could do nothing to 
help myself. 
I seemed to increase in size, un­ 
til my head felt as though it must burst, and 
the foul gas I breathed seemed as if it had 
been heated in a furnace. 
I thought I would 
die. 
The most horrible sensations came over 
me. 
Finally I exhausted all the air from the 
suit, aud then came a tremendous pressure 
upon my body on all sides. 
It was terrible. 
My eyes felt as though they would burst from 
their sockets. 
My leg3 expanded and so did 
my arms and body till it seemed as if they too 
would burst, and then came unconsciousness. 
When reason returned a soft light seemed to* 
steal over me, and I began to awake, and 
after a time opened my eyes and found myself 
on the water. 
I could see the boat on which 
were my friends, but all of them had a weird 
look ami their proportions were gigantic, the 
smallest boy among them surpassing in size 
tlio famous Cardiff giant. 
As quickly as possible 1 was hauled on hoard 
the vessel and the helmet was removed. 
Tho 
sensation produced by the admission of the 
cold air was the same a3 that produced by the 
sudden drenchiug of a sleeper with ice water. 
However, I soon recovered my strength and 
congratulated myself on my very narrow es­ 
cape from death.
